THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the ninth day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
to make appropriation for the same. 


4. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes 
upon the credit of the town. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
amount of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to join and par- 
ticipate in the planning and publicity activities of the 
New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development As- 
sociation and to appropriate the sum of $64.00 there- 
for. 


7. To see if the town will vote to conduct future 
town meetings in the evening or night time, as re- 
quested by certain individuals who work during the 
day time, in order that they may attend the meetings 
without losing time from their work or occupations. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
dedication of the private way or road sometimes known 
as River View Road, if the same is so offered to the 
town by the owner or owners, and instruct the select- 
men to lay out the same as a public highway. 


9. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift 
of River View Road from Mr. Harold Weston and lay 
out a public way. 


10. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid from the State and to make appropriation 
of the necessary sum in order to obtain it. 


11. To see if the town will vote to adopt the non- 
partisan ballot for the election of town officers pro- 
vided for in an act passed by the 1943 session of the 
General Court. 


12. To see if the town will vote to have the books 
of the town officers audited by the Municipal Account- 
ing Division of the State Tax Commission and to make 
appropriation therefor. 


13. To see what action the town will vote to take 
regarding the sale or other disposition of the so-called 
Hall Property on Piscataqua Street, so-called, now 
owned by the town. 
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14. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my thirteenth annual re- 
port. It will include the statistical report of the last 
completed school year, the enrollment by grades of the 
current fall term, the school census, roll of honor for 
attendance and the names of pupils attending the 
Portsmouth schools. The report of the school nurse 
will also appear. 


The New Castle schools have maintained their cus- 
tomarily high record for regular attendance—one nec- 
essity of a good school. In 1941 the percentage was 
95.5, while in 1942 it was 95.487. Such an achieve- 
ment bespeaks the interest and cooperation of parents, | 
teachers and children. 


The scholarship of our children is guaranteed by 
our two teachers, Miss Trefethen and Miss Lidback. 
A visit to their schools is a pleasure and an inspira- 
tion. The pupils enjoy their work I am certain. The 
teachers are ever watchful of the interests of the pu- 
pils. Under such circumstances the results achieved 
must be adequate. All tests prove them so. 


The schools opened the current year September 9 
with an initial enrollment of thirty-seven. This is two 
less than the average attendance last year, and four 
less than the fall enrollment of 1941. 


The schools are trying, as best they can, to ful- 
fill their part in waging a successful war. The teach- 
ers and pupils are buying war bonds and stamps— 
regularly. Three national registrations—those for 
sugar, gasoline and oil—have been entrusted to the 
teachers of the nation. The children in both elemen- 
tary and high schools have worked long and diligently 
in the gigantic task of collecting the metal and rub- 
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ber so badly needed by our armed forces. The New 
Castle schools have a certified record of 9,510 pounds of 
scrap collected during their three weeks’ intensive 
drive. It may be of interest to note that the pupils in 
the seven towns of Union 21 gathered a total of 
155,965 pounds. This is the material measure of our 
endeavors during the spring and fall of 1942. The 
schools stand ready to do that which may be further 
asked of them. 


It is always of interest to receive reports as to the 
grade of work our recent graduates are doing in their 
present schools. Portsmouth Junior High School al- 
ways extends us the courtesy of such a report. The 
first marking period gives the average of our last 
year’s graduates as 78%. The average of our present 
eighth grade is 79% for a like period. Of the total 
sixty-nine marks but four were below 70. During 
the second period the marks recorded averaged 77 for 
grade seven, and 84 for grade eight with no rank be- 
low 70. : 


Our government has asked us to be increasingly 
watchful of the health of our school children during 
the war emergency. New Castle has a school nurse 
and a school doctor. Both are at the services of our 
children. Mrs. Sheehy is giving the schools faithful 
service and has the confidence of pupils, teachers and 
parents. In addition to the regular visits of the nurse, 
the school doctor annually examines all pupils. It 
might be well for parents to have their children in- 
oculated against diphtheria before entering school. This 
is done in a number of neighboring towns and is uni- 
formly satisfactory. 


Music is again under the direction of Mrs. Poore, 
with the rhythm band a particular source of pride to 
teachers and pupils. New Castle children like to sing. 
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Under the guidance of their present instructor music 
will become a definite part of their equipment for life. 


The war will bring changes in our school curricu- 
lum—not a great change in subject matter but a change 
of emphasis will come about. A more manipulative 
form of arithmetic will be taught in the grade schools. 
Accuracy in the fundamentals as they will be applied 
to mechanics will be developed more fully. World 
geography must be emphasized since this country now 
has a definite stake in world welfare. A form of ele- 
mentary Social Science is already entering the grade 
school. The development of our physical stamina will 
be nurtured. 


This may be done by increased time given to physi- 
cal training, by more attention to the rules of nutri- 
tion and by the building of a mental set which will 
build a sense of responsibility in our future citizens. 


As an aid to this end, the federal government is 
making milk available to school children at a cost to 
them of one cent for one-half pint. Four towns of 
Union 21 are already using this service. I am recom- 
mending that New Castle investigate the possibility 
of supplying its children with a bottle of milk each 
school day under the same arrangement. 


May I again express my appreciation to the School 
Board of New Castle for advice and real cooperation 
given me in the work of the past year.

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Report of School Nurse 





To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Board 
of New Castle, New Hampshire: 


There were 39 children examined, with 51 more or 
less serious conditions found. Of these, 38 have been 
definitely corrected or are under treatment through 
the cooperation of parents, family physicians or clinics. 


There was no dental clinic held due to the over- 
work of the dentist who can find no time for dental 
clinic work. However, parents have been very coop- 
erative and many dental defects have been corrected. 


All children are vaccinated and 25 have been in- 
oculated against diphtheria. No serious epidemics in 
the schools appeared last year. Twenty visits were 
made to the schools. 


I wish to thank our Superintendent, Mr. Gillmore, 
School Board, teachers and parents for their splendid 
cooperation with my work.

The New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Develop- 
ment Association consists of the several towns border- 
ing on the coast and tidal areas of the State, and the 
citizens of the communities who may join as individ- 
uals. 


Its origin and purpose was and is to foster and 
promote the growth and development of the communi- 
ties comprising the region and to consider their in- 
dividual and collective problems. | 


The Seacoast Regional Development Association, 
organized in 1934, incorporated in 1936, is one of sev- 
eral such associations in the State, and as such, is the 
accredited organization of the communities in the sea- 
coast region. 


The only paid official is the Executive Secretary, 
whose salary is paid by the State from a State appro- 
priation administered by the State Planning and De- 
velopment Association. All grants of funds from the 
communities and membership dues are used in the ac- 
tual work of the association. 


The communities are requested annually to ap- 
propriate approximately one hundredth of one per cent. 
of their net assessed-valuation, e. g., New Castle’s share 
of $64.00 is based on a net assessed valuation of 
$752,814.00. 


The organization is non-political and each com- 
munity has one director in the association elected from 
names submitted by a nominating committee consist- 
ing of members of the association. 


The association works in close cooperation with 
Federal, State and local organizations, as well as mu- 
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nicipal corporations and concerns itself with anything 
of interest or importance to the region or communities 
involved whether it be agricultural, industrial or relat- 
ing to labor. It serves as an investigation and fact 
finding agency in making plans, surveys and appraisals 
of the area involved. It serves as a Chamber of Com- 
merce in supplying requested information and in dis- 
seminating knowledge of the area through personal 
contact, correspondence, and publicity literature. It 
has greatly facilitated the handling of the increased 
load in housing, transportation, merchandizing and 
health measures for the common safety and conveni- 
ence as a result of the war. 


Tangible evidence of the worth and success of the 
association is manifest in bridges having been built, 
new highways constructed and improved, vital infor- 
mation supplied to Federal and State agencies aiding 
in the solution of the housing and transportation prob- 
lems, and in numerous other activities. ‘“‘A Plan for 
the Development of the Seacoast Region” prepared by 
the State Planning and Development Commission re- 
flects the thoroughness and foresight of that commis- 
sion and the association in jointly gleaning and com- 
piling such a report, comprehensive and exhaustive in 
its nature and of considerable significance and worth in 
attending to and solving current and future problems 
confronting the Seacoast Region and the State. Copies 
of this report are available at the association offices. 


The offices of the association, now in the County 
Court House in Portsmouth, are open daily and all per- 
sons interested are invited to call and confer regarding 
any matter in which they may be interested.
